lance of the patrols, are earnestly dis­ 
cussing the possibility of the ley fug# 
being invoked under one pretext or an­ 
other. 
T here is a ten sen ess in the very 
atm osphere and rioting may follow at 
any moment. Machine gung and addi­ 
tional troops have herm placed about 
tne p resident’s palace in anticipation 
Of trouble. 
Voting throughout the country hag 
been light. 
In some places th ere wa* 
no voting at all. 
Diaz appears to be 
running ahead of his th ree rivals, (jut 
the indications are th a t not sufficient 
votes will be cast to validate the elec­ 
tion. 
In th at event P resident H uerta 
will continue as provisional president. 
A nother election will have to walt for 
bis proclam ation. 
Nuevo Leon reports th a t the rum or 
of Diaz’! arrest 
reached there, but 
such voting as there was appeared to 
be in his favor. Few ballots were < ast, 
however. 
Several hundred votes were 
cast at Juarez, and Diaz is in the lead 
there. 
Boon after th# polis opened 
G eneral Jose Salazar appeared with 
700 cavalrym en, all of whom cast their 
ballots and im m ediately left for the 
south. 
If their hom es are in good con­ 
dition these cavalrym en should be able 
lo repeat the perform ance many tim es 
before the polls close. 
At P iedras Negras, opposite Eagle 
Pass, Tex., federal officers 
cast 
the 
votes of the soldiers who formed the 
bulk of th e voters, and unofficial re­ 
turns gave H uerta m ore than 2200 of 
a total of 2350 votes cast. 
At Chihuahua the disorder is report- 
ed to have been so g n at as to deter­ 
mine the military governor to order a 
postponem ent of the voting for state 
officials. 
Another report from Coahuila says 
that Governor Maas was unable to be 
present, and that no election was held 
bot auge he had no issued his official 
proclamation 
little interest 
was m anifested in 
the election in Mexico City. There was 
the usual Sunday crowd in the streets, 
but little talk of politics or the possi­ 
ble results of the election. Everyw here 
voters were apathetic. Reports from a 
dozen precincts, in which more than 
1000 voters were registered, show th a t 
only fifty nine ballots have been cast. 
The military patrol kept the crowds 
moving and gathering* at street cor­ 
ners were quickly dispersed. Hundreds 
of voters who are unfriendly to the 
H uerta government rem ained at home, 
and the belief is th a t they were intimi­ 
dated. 
This 
sam e fear may explain the 
lightness of the vote in other sections 
of the country, partleulsrly along the 
northern border and In the ports where 
Diaz is known to be strong A report 
says that at Piedras Negras. where the 
Constitutionalists 
are 
particularly 
strong, the polls were not opened at 
all. 
W hatever the final returns from the 
elections show, the C onstitutionalists 
are not likely to regard the voting as 
conclusive. The whole election Is be 
(ng openly denounced as a farce by the 
leaders General C arranza voiced this 
opinion at his h eadquarters in Heman. 
•Mio. He said: 
“The C onstitutionalists will not re­ 
cognize 
the 
result of the electoral 
farce, w hether it is said th a t H uerta or 
any other candidate is elected, because 
In the actual condition of the country 
It Is absolutely impossible to hold legal 
elections Therefore we will keep on 
com bating with arm s th e reglue that 
may result.”
